A stiff 
northeast breeze which had been blow- 
ing since last night kicked up a heavy 
Sea in the Sound, but the Plunger be- 
haved beautifully. The water where 
the trial took place is about forty feet 
deep, too shallow, in the opinion of 
Lieut. Nelson and his experts, to en- 
able the vessel to do her best work. 
Soon after the vessel reached the 
necessary depth of water, she was di- 
rected downward until she rested on 
the bottom of the Sound. Then the 
mechanism of the craft was explained 
minutely.to the President by Lieut. 
Nelson, so that afterward he exper- 
fenced no difficulty in understanding 
the maneuvers which were performed. 

While the President thus was rest- 
ing on the bottom of the Sound in a 
submarine boat, a storm forty feet 
above him was raging unnoticed. The 


rain descended in torrents and the 


northeaster whipped the surface of the 
. water into big rollers, but it was 
quiet and peaceful where the Presi- 
dent sat. 

Explanations having been com- 
pleted, Lieut. Nelson began to put the 
Plunger through her paces. From the 
bottom, porpoise diving was tried. 
That is, the boat would ascend to the 
surface ons enough for her comman- 
der to sight any warship that might 
be ir view, and dive again. After this 
maneuver had been repeated 2 few 
times, the Planger was sent down a 
distance of twenty feet below the sur- 
face and her engines stopped. Then 
the engimes were reversed, and the 
boat ascended to the surface back- 
ward. Lieut. Nelson made his boat 
perform this remarkable feat of diving 
to a depth of twenty feet, and, while 
going at full speed at that depth, re- 
versing her course. The complete 
turn occupied one minute. Subse- 
quently, the engines were stopped and 
the vessel was submerged to a depth 
of twenty feet. There she was kept 


motionless, a demonstration of ber 


ability to remain.in that position for 
hours while awaiting an opportunity 
to launch one of her torpedoes at 4 
vessel of a blockading squadron which 
might be passing or repassing a given 
point. 

After many maneuvers had been 
performed, Lieut. Nelson ordered all 
the lights on board to be extinguished 
to demonstrate how thoroughly the 
members of his crew knew their busi- 
ness. They worked perfectly m the 
Inky darkness, evidently with as much 
kill and ease as if they performed 
their duties in the glare of the elec- 
trie light. 

During the operations of the Plunger. 
the tender Apache remained within a 
short distance, prepared to render any 
assistance that might be necessaary.

Plunger returned to her mooring near 
the J. West Roosevelt pier withant, an 


untowurd accident.

The 
minority report presented by. W. R. 
Vance declares that no reason has 
been shown why the business of insur- 
ance should be regarded as interstate 
commerce. Therefore, the report says 
ft is clear that the regulation and con- 
trol of the business is beyond the pow- 
ers of the Federal government. It fs 
the opinion of the minority that Fed- 
eral supervision, if it were constitu- 
 tlonally possible, would probably rem- 
edy many of the existing evils, but 
that such supervision is not possible 
without a constitutional amendment, 
The report characterizes existing meth- 
ode of State regulation as “most de- 
fective” as they Are inefficient in pre- 
venting “wild cat” companies from 
engaging in the business and are need- 
‘jJessly expensive to the policy holders 
who in the last analysis bear the ex- 
penses incident to the business. A 
motion to refer the resolution to the 
incoming Committee on Insurance 
Laws was passed after considerable 
discussion.

THE PRESIDENT MBDIATING. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

OYSTER BAY, Aug. 25.—-Two Em- 
perors, one at St. Petersburg and the 
other at Tokio, are the determining 
factors in the pending peace negotia- 
tions. Although the negotiations 
temporarily are suspended at Ports- 
mouth, they are proceeding actively 
through the President at Sagamore 
Hill. He is in constant communica- 
tion with the St. Petersburg and Tokio 
governments.

He protested that Japan had no wish 
to do anything to humilliate Russia, 
but expressed the belief that the Japa- 
nese terms were quite feasonabie and 
that no further concessions would be 
made, 

After the departure of Baron Kane- 
ko, the President was engaged with 
Acting Secretary Barnes for two hours 
in the consideration of dispatches re- 
ceived and in the preparation of those 
to be sent. 

LAMSDORFF DISCLAIMER. 

The disclaimer of the Russian For- 
eign Office of the. statement purport- 
ing to have been made yesterday by 
Count Lamsdorff, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, declaring that Russia would 
pay no indempity to.

“But will not the influences which are 
promoting {hls boycott require the sign- 
ing of a e treaty before they will 
again buy American goods? was 
asked. 

“I do not think so. I believe the word 
of your government that it will adopt 
a just. policy toward Chinese immi- 
grants will be accepted and be effective 
in bringing the boycott to an end. You 
must remember that the Chinese gov- 
ernment has nothing to do with the 
boycott, and does not encourage it. it 
is entirely commercial, but from what I 
have learned of its progress since I 
saileag for the United States, I believe 
it will come to an end. I do not know 
what is to be done in the diplomatic 
phase of the question. 

“My mission is in no sense diple- 
matic. We do not want you to admit 
our laborers, if you think they are a 
‘menace to the prosperity of your labor. 
You say the; word as to what undesir- 
able classes | uld be kept out of your 
country and we will help you keep 
them out. | 

“What is needed above all things is 
ee to Chihese entitled to enter the 
Tnited States, passports shall be issued 
y your diplomatic and consular offi- 
Hals in China, and that these pass- 
ports, when properly vised, shall be 
accepted at their face value on this 
side: that they shall not be questioned, 
challenged or held up in any manner. 

“Let the crucial and final tést as to 
the admissibility of Chinese be made 
tn China, so that when the passport 
is finally given to a Chinese citizen, he 
will not be in further danger of being 
turned back after he has expended his 
time and money to reach the United 
States.

railroad tunnel Which is to be con- 

structed under the Detroit River 
between Windsor ahd Detroit began 
today, when a force of workmen were 
set to work sinking the initial shaft 
on the American side.

King Edward took a great UMking to 
him and appointed him to the staff of 
the present Prince of Wales when the 
fatter made his progress to the varféus 
British colonies on board the Onhir, 
and the voyage brought about so warm 
a friendship on the part of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales for Sir Donald

Meteorite. 

CANYON CITY (Colo.) Aug. 10, 1905. 
[To the Editor of The Times:] Please 
describe meteorite, with samples and 
formula. Is the rounded specimen in 
this letter meteoric? 

Yours truly, JAMES C. D. 

ANSWER: Meteoric iron, as known 
in mineralogy, 
very-gray color. Streak, gray. Hard- 
ress, 6.1. It is malleable. Interspersed 
or massive structure. Crystallization, 
isometric. “Cubic cleavage, partly dis- 
tinct.” The chemical formula is “iron, 
containing co®alt, nickel, silicon, and 
magnesium.” No gold, silver, or other 


-precious metal has been found in me- 


teorite. Tin and copper has been noted 
as a constituent. Meteoric iron is, 
practically, fron; 7 to 7.5 in specific 
gravity. Magnetic. Infusible before 
the blowpipe and soluble in hydro- 
chioric acid. It is a very tough and 
tenacious iron. A noted meteorite 
was found near Cafion Diablo, Ariz., a 
few years ago, weighing over 100 
pounds. It was shipped to Philadel- 
worked upon by the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works, and small samples 
thereof were placed on the mineral- 
ogical market and sold for 75 cents an 
ounce, approximately. If memory 
serves us correctly, this meteorite car- 
ried carbon, in the form of miscroscop- 
ical diamonds. 

Meteorite has been described as “A 
mineral or metallic mass of extra-ter- 
restriat origin,“ or which, to use the 
common expression. has “fallen from 
the heavens."’ Bodies of this kind were 
formerly known as aérolites. but me- 
teorite is now their generally-accepted 
name among scientific men. Meteorites

“Traditions point to the very early 
use of meteoric tron for the manufac- 
ture of weapons; and it is also known 
that meteorites were not infrequently 
the objects of worship in various parts 
of the World. In spite of this, the fali 
of rocks or metals from the heavens 
seemed to be so improbable an event 
that full credence was not given by 
scientific men to stories of such oc- 
currences until about the beginning 
os the present century, when, several

of their ge num became impoasti- 
ble. There a: several collections 


of meteorites, «.ch of which contains 
specimens of between 300 a 400 dif- 
ferent falls, and the whole number 
known is not far from 400, although 1: 
ot by ngemeans the case with all these 
cQurrences that the specimens were 
* ‘to fall; many of them have been 
found on the earth’s surface, but have 
been recognized as being extra-terres- 
trial by their peculiar appearance and 
composition. The most important 
facts with regard to meteorites may 
be concisely stated as follows: They 
have not been found to contain any 
element not known to occur on the 
earth; they have furnished no evi- 
dence of the existence of life on the 
body or bodies of which they origi- 
nally formed a part; they bear no in- 
dications of having been formed in 
the presence of water, or of the exist- 
ence of water beyend the earth's at- 
mosphere in the regions from which 
they came; they do exhibit abundant 
evidence of having had what geologists | 
would call an ‘igneous origin; they 
are never granitic in character, but 
resemble very closely certain volcanic 
rocks of not infrequent occurrence, 
with this difference, that in case of the 
meteorites the tron associated with 
the silicated combinations exists in the 
metallic form, while in the terrestrial 
volcanic rocks it is with rare excep- 
tions, oxidized. Furthermore, mete- 
orites, almost without exception, show 
u certain far.uy resemblance: so that 
it is necessary to admit, either that 
they al! eriginally formed a part of 
one celestial body, or else that, hav- 
ing game from various members of the 
sols, system, or from other systems, 
these have a wonderful resemblance 
t. each other and to the earth itself.”

We have lif 
on earth, and life everywhere. “Th 
terrestrial volcanic rocks, “with rare 
exceptions,” are “oxidized.” So they 
are, but if a chunk of such rock could 
ascend beyond the confines of gravi- 
tation and then go whizzing to some 
other planet, would it be oxidized on 
its arrival? Not much; it would be a 

change from oxidation “to the — * 
form,” as we find meteorites here. The 
assumption that no water exists be- 
yond the earth's atmosphere” based 
on the appearance—metallic—of mete- 
orites is very faulty, and on a par with 
the bottle and stomach theory, stated. 
If meteorites “have a wonderful re- 
semblance to each other and to the 
earth itself, why conclude that no 
life, water, or oxidation can be proven 
in a meteorite. The premises, taken 
from the quoted matter, are wrong per 
se, and no proven conclusion is ever 
deduced on such a base.

THRONES A-BEGGING. 


Difficulty Often Experienced in Find- 
ing Sovereign to Wear a 

Crown. 

[Tit Bits:] “It is a privilege,” wrote 
Disraeli, a good many years ago, “to 
live in this age of rapid and brilliant 
events. It is on of infinite romance. 
Thrones tumble d\wn and crowns are 
offered like a fairy tale; and one ia 
reminded of the fact that Norway is at 
the moment of writing on the lookout 
for a King, and has already engoun- 
tered one refusal, that our own gen- 
eration is no whit behind its ern 
sors in this feature of romance. 

When Disraeli wrote these words it 
was the crown of Greece that was £0- 
ing a-begging. Greece was thorqughly 
sick of Otho, and his pampered Ba- 
varians, and determined to have a 
King who understood at least the ele- 
ments of fair government. Otho was 
dismissed, and the choice of his suc 
cessor fell on our own Prince Alfred, 
Duke of Edinburgh, to whom the 
crown was offered. But the three pro- 
tecting powers, England. France an! 
Russ. had bound themselves not 10 
allow anyone connected with their rui- 
ing families to become King of Greece, 
and the Prince was thus obliged to de- 
cline the alluring bait. 

The Greeks then transferred their of- 
fer of sovereignty to Lord Stanley, 
son of the great statesman and brother 
of the Earl of today. “It is a dazzling 


dventure for the house of Stanley,” 
“but they 


are not an imaginative race, and I 
fancy they will prefer Knowsley to 
the rthenon, and Lancashire to the 
Attic Plains. I think he ought to 
take the crown, but he will not. Had 
I his youth I would not hesitate, even 
with the earldom in the distance.” 
But the young lord refused to 
tempted; and after further refusals a 
King was found for Greece in Prince 
William of Schleswig-Holstein, second 
son of the King of Denmark, who as 
King George I is reigning, today. A 
generation earlier still the Grecian 
throne wag refused by Prince Leopold 
of Saxe-Coburg, father of the present 
King of Beigium. 

When Isabella-II was driven from 
the throne of Spain it was almost liter- 


ally hawked round Europe in search of 


a Prince willing to sit on it. It was 
offered first to one scion of royalty 


and then to another—only to be de- 


clined by all. Its offer to Leopold of 
Hohengzoillern-Sigmaringen was 
cause of the terrible war between 
France and. Prussia; and it was only 
when Amadeus, second son of the King 


of Italy, was approached that an occu- | 
pant was at last found, in 1870. Ama- 


deus, however, found the crown too 
burdensome for his tastes; and he re- 
signed it thankfully after having worn 
it for three years, when it was accepted 
by Alfonso XII. the young son of the 
exiled Isabella. 

In 1866, when Prince Cusa, a man 
of odious character, was forced to 
abandon the throne of Roumania, it 
was with the utmost difficulty that a 
successor was found. Prince Jerome, 
who had an eye to that much more 
valuable prize, the crown of France, 
would not even look at it, in spite of 
the pleading and pressure of his ex- 
alted relatives; other polite but de ded 
refusals followed, until it began ‘to 
seem probable that the crown would 
never get a head to wear it. At last, 
however, Prince Charles of Hohenzol- 
lern wavered and ylelded, and was 
proclaimed Hospodar of Roumania in 
April, 1866. Fifteen years later he was 
promoted to a kingship and wore a 
crown made from the captured cannon 
of the Plevna redoubts. 

The crown of Bulgaria has also suf- 
fered the indignity of refusal on more 
than one occasion. When Prince Alex- 
ander of Battenberg, “after his brief 
and troubled tenure of the throne, was 
compelled to resign it, it was offered 
to Prince Valdemar of Denmark, 
brother-in-law of the Czar, who de- 
clined it with thanks, whereupon 1 
deputation went on a tour of the cap- 
itals of Europe with the obseyt of a 
tour of the capitals of Europe With the 
object of. finding a Prince who wouldn't 
mind accepting a crown. The journey 
was fruitless; but finally, in 1887, the 
perseverance of the Grand Sobrany+ 
was rewarded, when Prince Ferdinand 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha signified his 
willingness to take the despised em- 
blems of sovereignty. 

These are but a few examples of 
crowns that have gone a-begging, only 
to have the cold shoulder of refusal 
turned on them; one of the most re- 
cent cases being that of the Dukedom 
of Saxe-Coburg, which was refused by 
the Duke of Connaught for himeelf and 
his son before it was accepted by the 
youthful Duke of Albany.

PETTY GRAFT IN COLLECTING 
REBATES.

Change in Rate Compels City to Re- 
pay One-seventh of All Personal 
Property Collections—The Sharpers | 
Make Easy Money Taking . 
ments on the Shares. 


Shyster lawyers have already com- 
menced operations to secure possession 
of a portion of the $20,000 which the 
city has this year collected in excess 
of the legal tax rate on unsecured per- 
sonal property. 

The tax on unsecured property is due 
and payable at any time after the first 
Monday in March, when a deputy of 
the City Assessor gets hold of the 
owner of the unsecured property. The 
amount collected is réckoned on the 
basis of the tax rate of the year before. 

This year the tax rate on which col- 


$100 of unsecured property. Wednesday 
the Council reduced the rate to $1.20. 
During the interim between the first 
Monday in March and the third 
Wednesday in August the Assessor's 
deputies this year collected a little over 
$140,000 in personal property tax. One 
seventh of this amount the city must 
now refund to the taxpayers 

This money is due in amounts rang- 
ing all the way from 15 cents to $400. 
The larger amounts represent taxes

It is in the collection of this “refund” 
that the shyster lawyers make easy 
money. 


Several who had paid per- 
gonal property tax at the $1.40 rate 
have called up the Clerk’s office during 


process necessary for them to get the 
seventh portion back. In each instance 
the questioner has asserted that he or 
she. as the case may be, has received 
a visit from a lawyer's clerk who has 
Offered to collect the back tax for a 
consideration generally half the ac- 
count. 

This is the first indication of the 
working of a very ancient, but nearly 
always prolific system of petty graft. 

The shyster lawyers secure from the 
records the names of persons who have 
overpaid. Then they send a man 
around to each of the rties to say 
that there is a small amount due, but 
that the city will not pay until suit is 
instituted. The lawyer's clerk explains 
that his employer is preparing to bring 
several hundred of these suits at one 
time and that he is willing to Include 
one more claim, provided the holder 
will assign that claim and allow one-. 
half for collection. 

In cases where the amount is one 
dollar or less, sometimes when it is 
much larger, the victim readily agrees 
to this arrangement. 

All that the shyster lawyer does is 
to present these assignments to the 
City Clerk, along with a demand for 
the amount due: then he goes back 
the next week and gets the money. 

Any citizen can do this just as well 
as the lawyer. There is nothing to do 
but to present your tax receipt to the 
Clerk; he will furnish you with a blank 
demand and show you where to sign. 

Yet this little graft of making as- 
signments and making collections gen- 
erally covers one-half of the entire 


the present instance this would mean 
at least 35000 for the shyster attorneys. 
“T hope that the taxpayers will come 


instead of assigning it to the tax sharp- 
ers,” said the City Clerk last night. 
“Tt is just as easy for the taxpayer 9 
make the collection as for the lawyers. 
with the advantage that if made by ‘he 
taxpayer the money is returned to the 
source where the law contemplates it 
should go.

ALIENS ARE BARRED. 
CANNOT WORK. FOR THE CITY. 
Investigation by the Council of re- 

ports that aliens are employed on mu- 
nicipa| work will probably result in 
the diemissal of several laborers em- 
ployed by the water department and 
a few working in the streets and 
parks. 

Three weeks ago complaint was made 
to the Counci! by laborers discharged 
by the water department that their 
places had been filled by -allens, some 
of whom had not been in this country 
more than two months. 

In response to an inquiry from the 
the Water Board said that 
the laborers employed in the depart- 
ment are all taken from the lists sub- 
mitted by the Civil Service Commis- 


Secretary Spalding of the Civil Serv- 
ice Board said that the charter is si- 
lent on the question of citizenship of 


applicants who desire to register as 
laborers, and that consequently no 
questions are asked. At the last 


meeting of the Civil Service Board an 
inquiry was addressed to the City At- 
torney asking Whether the State law 
prohibits the employment of aliens on 
public work.

THE OIL INDUSTRY. - 


Santa Fe Will Met Uee Kansas Oi! on 
Account of Price—Wells 
Shut Down. 


The Santa Fé has announced that it 
will not use Kansas oil as fuel at pres- 
ent. The oil-burning engine that was 
brought from the Texas lines for mak- 
ing the tests, has been sent back, and 
negotiations have come to a standstill. 
The reason given by the company ‘is 
that producers will not make long-time 
contracts at present egy ‘and the 
company will not pay more 

Price for fuel oil in Kansas is about 
25 to 30 cents a barrel. At this rate 
the company admits that it is cheaper 
than coal. 

In California the railroads. were 
ready and anxious to take oll at from 
60 to 75 cents a barrel, and insisted. 
in some cases, in spite of protests from 
the producers, on contracts running 
as long as ten years. Coal was, of 
course, much more expensive in Cali- 
fornia than it is in Kansas, ‘

EW deer hunters have baggei the 
limit this season and mary ex- 
perienced veterans have <¢coured 
the hills without getting a fair shot. 
Fred Steele of Vernon has undoubt- 
edly established a record as a quick 
shot in having bagged iwo handsome 
bucks the first day in camp, one of 
the antlered beauties being 4 ten 
pointer.” 

Speaking about his performince yes- 
terday, Steele declared he was as 
much surprised as any of the otnor 
men in camp that he should make good 
the first day, is the country was not 
promising. Both of the big bucks were 
shot in the early evening, ond dressing 
at 150 and the other at 125 pounds. 
About three weeks ago a party of 
Angelefios, consisting of La Faye 
Steele, George Millard, Frei L. steele, 
George King, B. F. Steele and Albert

Valley in search of deer. Several of

Deer are far from being plentiful in 
the mountains this year, the men say, 
and in spite of the lucky strike of 
young Sieele, most of the hunters are 
obliged to tramp many weary mites in 
searoh of the shy creatures.

That you may be successful on a deer 
hunt, Steele declares the most careful 
preparations must be made and every 
precaution must be taken against fail- 
ure. He has no sympathy for patent 
devices for enticing the animals within 
range, but prefers to hunt them in the 
old-fashioned way by stalking through 
the mountain timber until the oppor- 
tunity for a shot is offered. 

Early in the evening, he declares, is 


the best time to go after them. He 
prefers to hunt them among the hills, 
and has nothing in common with the 
man, who lies in wait at a water hole 
and thus, he believes, takes an unfair 
advantage of a deer. 

Equally good on a flying shot, Steele 
bagged one of his prizes on the dead 
run. This is a most difficult feat, as 
the Southern California black-tail deer 
is a swift: runner and the hunter is 
called upon to aim at what appears to 
be a dancing sunbeam, as the terrided 
deer presents an uncertain mark.

BUILDING ROAD TO OXNARD. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

VENTURA, Aug. 25.—Work on the 
John Burson railroad was started yes- 
terday morning from Oxnard to Ven- 
tura, about two hundred graders and 
tracklayers being put on the line as 
marked out. The line is to run through 
the Patterson and Dixie Thompson 
ranches and is to find an outlet near 
this city on the Thompson ranch 
beach, orfe of the finest stretches of 
ocean front in the State. Help is be- 
ing engaged for the building of the big 
bridge necessary to cross the Santa 
Clara River between the two towns. 

The Burson people have finished the 
building of the road to Round Moun- 
tain, or within a mile of it, and eleven 
miles from Oxnard. The beet crop 
along the tine is now being moved by 
the Burson cars. With the Hueneme- 
Oxnard branch of the line this makes 
about fourteen miles of road thus far 
built by Mr. Burson in this county 
within the past three months. The road 
between Oxnard and Ventura will be 
at least ten miles in length. 
Some of the guessers see nothing 
more in the Burson enterprise than 
branch roads to cover the beet flelds 
in the county, but since it takes but 
three months to remove the beets, this 
idea of building railroads merely to 
handle them is not given much credit. 
Others hold to the belief that the Bur- 
son road is a link in some greater sys- 
tem promised and it is generally be- 
lieved it is Mr. Huntington who is be- 
hind it all. 
Mr. Burson has received one of the 
new automobile gasoline cars for his 
road and has put it into service.
